One  day  last  summer,  while  on  the 
Speedwell,  off  Cape  Cod.  weesw  several 
large  fishing  ftoae  csnght  In  a  trawl- 
net,  the  largest  of  which  was  about  bar 
feet  in  length.  Its  hogs  month  WM 
fifteen  inches  in  expanse,  sad  seemed  to 
open  directly  into  it*  stomach,  which 
was  fall  of  crest  fist  fish  and  floandem. 
Its  rows  of  long,  sharp  teeth  were  in¬ 
clined  inward  end  could  be  depressed 
at  will,  allowing  the  mv  ingress  of 
it*  victim,  but  were  a  sore  prevention 
of  bis  ever  escaping. 

The  edge  of  his  head  and  also  si  Ms 
body  was  adorned  with  a  lea/y  fringe 
resembling  the  fronds  of  seawefig.  Ta» 
together  with  its  chsmelon-liks  faculty 
ot  varying  it*  color,  in  aooordaaoe  with 
it*  surroundings  sssists  this  unwieldly 
creature  greatly  in  securing  it*  pres. 
To  aid  it  further  in  obtaining  its  food, 
this  fish  has  three  long  filament*  grow¬ 
ing  out  of  the  middle  ot  its  head.  T|» 
foremost  of  these  is  of  especial  service; 
for  at  its  end  it  carries  a  tassel,  whieh 
serves  as  a  lure  to  attract  the  unwary 
prey  within  reach  of  the  cavernoua 
mouth  beneath  the  bait,  and  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  these  peculiarities,  the  pectoral 
and  ventral  finstare  jointed,  end  the  fish, 
using  these  as  feet,  is  enabled  to  walk 
over  the  bottom  of  the  sea. 

The  fishing  frog  seems  to  proceed 
somewhat  in  this  manner  for  the  ptfr- 
paee  of  obtaining  hie  food.  Moving 
along  the  bottom  of  the  era,  he  seeks  some 
suitable  position,  among  the  seaweed. 
W  here,  safely  ensconced,  be  may  attain 
his  purpose  Having  satisfied  himself 
as  to  the  place  selected,  he  gets  out  fads 
fishing  rod  and  bait  and  waves  it  around 
in  the  water,  until  some  unsuspecting 
fish  comes  up  to  seise  it,  when  the 
angler,  snatching  the  bait  out  of  tho 
way,  swallows  the  fish. 

The  young  ones  present  a  more  cur¬ 
ious  appearance  even  than  the  adult. 
The  ti'aments  on  the  head  are  more 
numerous,  and  are  tree-like  in  shape, 
the  pectoral  fin  is  much  longer  and  has 
longspintfon  it,  and  the  fins  at  the 
side  are  very  large  in  comparison  to  the 
body. 

The  fishing  frog  is  very  rmpacionSL' 

and  often  a  wallows  fish  as  large  and 
heavy  .na  itsell;  such  is  the  expansi¬ 
ble  y  of  it*  stomach.  It  is  not  eaten, 
but.  when  captured  by  the  fishermen,  it 
is  pressed  because  of  the  other  fish 
often  found  in  its  stomach,  and  whieh 
it  .i  compelled  tof disgorge  by  the  sim¬ 
ple  process  of  bolding  it  ttpeide  down. 
Maxjy  stories  are  told  ot  the  goosefish 
and  its  voracity.  It  baa  been  known  to 
seize  on  codfish  as  they  were  drawn 
from  the  water,  and  was  with  difficulty 
forced  to  loosen  it*  fold.  The  spesf 
mens  we  saw  hauled  on  board  the  van- 
se.  were  full  of  fish  which  they  had 
swa.iowed  ou  their  journey  in  the  trawl 
fmm  a  depth  ai  fifteen  fathoms. — fib a 
World.
